Poincare made an extensive interpre- 
tation of the treaty text as it a-pplies 
to the functions of the committee 
concluding that inasmuch as the body 
could "extend the periods and mod-

Submarine O-5 , 


Sinks In Crash 


With Steamer

WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 29.—The 


Navy Department today had received 
no official report on the sinking- of 
the Submarine 0-5 in collision with 
the Steamer Abangarex at the Atlan- 
tic entrance of the Panama canal 
since that qf. yesterday. 
The mes- 


sage to the 
department 
yesterday 


said the submarine had been sunk 
early in the day and that five mene 
had gone down with the vessel. There 
had been no official, confirmation of 
the reported loss of three men in 
press dispatches which said six oth- 
ers were missing' and that 
efforts 


were being ,made to save them by 
raising the submarine. 


In the absence of any further of- 


ficial report, naval officials were un- 
able to say what might have caused 
the collision. 
It was supposed, how- 


ever, that unusual weather conditions 
or 
misunderstanding of navigation 


signals had led to the accident. The 
time of the collision, 6:25 a. m. shows 
that it occurred under daylight con- 
ditions. 


Although constructed during the 


war, the 5-5 already passed into the 
c-ass of submarines now considered 
to be practically obsolete and its use- 
fulness was restricted to harbor and 
coast defense.

It is important that the citizens o£ Fittsylvama County should clearly 
understand the two highway plans with respect to the construction of 
the important farm-to-market roads not now embraced 
in the state 
svstcm 
The state sjstem comprises onlv 8 per cent, of the road mile- 
age of the State. Nearly 50,000 miles of roads are not 
embraced m 
this svstem 
Therefore, the plan offering the greater opportunity for 


improvement of these roads should meet -with the favor of those not so 
fortunate as to reside along a state high-way 
Under the bond plan, $10,000.000 is allocated for roads not now em- 
braced in the state sjstem 
The following conditions must be met. All 
roads improved with this fund must connect with the state system, and 
the improvement must start at the state system 
Such roads must be 


incorporated into the state sjstem by action of the state hiphway com- 
mission 
Therefore these roads must be built of the same high stand- 
aids of construction as the balance of the state systems, the averajce 
-cost of \vnich is r o-w more than S20 000 a mile The expenditure of the 
$10 000,000 of bond funds means an average of 1 mile per county per 
\ear for five jears onl> 
Then, no further aid will be extended for the

Under Mr Coleman s estimate, your county will receive

Under the pay-as-you-go plan, by which on« cent of the gasoline tax 
is allocated for the construction of the 
farm-to-market 
roads, there 


i= no restriction as to the location of the roads to be constructed It 
can be expended on the road selected by the Board of Supervisors with- 
out regard-to whether such road connects with the state s\stem. It 
can be expended on cheaper t> peg of construction thus enabling a more 
comprehensive road improvement It is a continuing fund, which con- 
stantlv Increases

Under this fund, b> the estimates of Audtior Moore and Chairman 
Shirtev. \our county will receive the amount of $631.689 in seven years, 
an average of 90,241 pel \«>ar. In addaon your county will receive 37,671 
each iear from the $700,000 appropriation on "feeder roads 
Under this plan the State of Virginia will then be engaged m per- 


forming two great functions in road development—first, the construe. 
lion of the state sjstem of the more permanent and costly types of con- 
struction, and secondly, extending substantial aid to the counties, eo 
mat th" important farm-to-market roads can be selected bj the Boards 
of Supervisors for improvement, under such ty_pes of construction as 
ar* best adapted to that particular section, without the necessity of 
compljinsr with his h:sh standards and coetly construction of roads 
constructed under the supervision of the State Hlghwav Department. 
We hope that you will acquaint your citizen* with the facts regard- 
ins th«» two road plans now proposed The pav-as-you-go plan is enact- 
t<l into law Tne fund is already rapidly accumulating for the feeder 
-<ad.« At least this plan dcsenes a trial. 11 found lacking there is 
ample time to re\ert to the bond plans of financing

Party Membership 
Topic Of Discussion 


Decrease In Republican Ma- 


jority Will Result In In- 
cresae Representation in 
Congress. 


(By The A»«oclat«d Pr«M> 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 29.—Increas- 


ed Democratic representation on the 
committees of the new House of Rep- 
resentative* will be the result of the 
reduction of the Republican majority 
in the House from 170 to 16. In the 
laat Congress the Republicans fixed 
the ratio at two majority members as 
one of the minority but the Demo- 
crats claim and the Republican ap- 
peared 
inclined 
to 
conclude 'that 


there should-be a reapportionment. 


-In . the 
sixty-.fif.th 
Congress, 
in 


which the Democrats had a plurality 
of two, the ratio was 12 and 9 and 
the Democratic leaders are expected 
to ask for the same 'division in this 
'Congress. 
The Republicans, parti- 


cularly if they have to make con- 
cessions to the progressives m their 
party in making their committee as- 
signments, probably will insist, how- 
ever, on the 13 to 8 ratio of the 66th 
Congress, 
in wiiich their 
plurality 


was around 
fifty. 
, 


Majority leaders contend that too 


close a division as between the two 
parties might result in. the defeat in 
committee of administration legisla- 
tion through a coalition of Democrats 
and , the 
Republican 
progressives. 


How'far they will'go in acceding to 
the Democrats "of the pr6gresslves re- 
mains to be determined out the lead- 
ers of the progressive group look for 
an agreement In advance 6f the or- 
ganization of House. 


The number of policies on each 


committee which is to be^ allotted to 
the majority and mln«-ity*wlll be de- 
cided at a conference of the major- 
ity members of the House, which 
under present plans, will be held on 
Saturday December 1st, two days be- 
fore the convening of Congress. 


Assignment* 
of 
hte 
Republican 


members to committees then -will be 
made by the committee on commit- 
tees which will consist o.f one Re- 
publican from each state' with Re- 
publican representation. 
The selec- 


tions for this committee wfll be made, 
by each state delegation in advance 
of the party conference. 


Because of the 
reapportionment 


that is to be worked out and the un- 
usual number of vacancies in com- 
mittee chairmanships and policies on 
the committee commissions will con- 
tend a laborous task. The result of 
its labors will be subject to approval 
first by the party conference and then 
by the House. Democratic places on 
the various committees will be ap- 
plied by the ranking Democrats of 
the Ways and Means committee After 
conferences with the leaders of his 
party. 


There are seventeen vacancies In 


committee chairmanships, due to the 
. retirement, voluntary of enforped, of 
the former chairmen 
These com- 


mittee include the most powerful in 
the House, among them rules. Ways 
and Means, judiciary, postoffice and 
Insular 
affairs. 
There also 
are a 


number of Republican places vacant 
In each of these committees, but if 
there is a reapportionment of the 
party membership it will, not be nec- 
essary to fill some of them. 


Representative Snell, of Xew- York, 


is in line to succeed Campbell, of 
Kansas, as chairman of the rules 
com'mittee, while those In line for 
the chairmanships of- oth^r impor- 
tant committees are Green, of Iowa, 
to succeed Fordney, of Michigan, on 
Ways and Means; Graham, of Penn- 
sylvania, . to 
succeed 
Volstead, 
q£ 


Minnesota, on judiciary, the commit- 
tee which handles prohibition^ en- 
forcement legislation and Griest of 
Pennsylvania, to succeed Steenerson, 
of Minnesota, at the head of the 
postoffice committee.

It-Is also asserted in the cablegram 
that the, Asakusa factory factory in 
Tokio was completely destroyed, and 
the Yodobashi 
Shiba and 
Akabane 


factories 
were 
partially 
destroyed. 


The Japanese tobacco monopoly ex- 
pects, it is said, to -maintain its for- 
mer rate o foutput by increased pro- 
duction at the unaffected 
factories 


and by repairing the three damaged 
factories in Tokio. 


The Export statistics disclosed the 


fact that in August the United States 
exported to Japan 1.275.954 pounds 
of bright flue-cured tobacco. ar/-'l it 
is probable that this shipment d:d not 
arriis' in Japan before the disaster. 
Consequently, the Japanese tobacco 
monopoly may not be forced to en- 
ter the market in the immediate fu- 
ture ip replace the stocks of Ameri- 
can tobacco which were destroyed, 
yet thfs stock viill have to be replfn- 
ished sooner'or later.

Something 
was done along that line by the last 
Congress in reducing the tax burden 
by approximately $800,000,000. Some-j,! 
thing more should be done bv Con- 
gress at the,forthcoming session." 


The Kansas senator said he per- 


sonally would favor a reduction all 
along "the" line, differing from Senator 
Smoot of Utah, who will be chairman 
of the finance committee in the next 
Senate and'-who advocates the elimin- 
ation of taxes o,n persons of ,small 
incomes 
Senator Curtis, said he was 


no tprepared to take a stand wkh 
Secretary Mellon for a reduction by 
one half in the present surtax rate 
of 50 per cent. 
In asserting that taxes eould be re- 


duced even though a bonus bill were 
passed, Senator Curtis explained that 
his statement was contingent upon 
the expectation that 
the bonus bill 


would be along the lines passed by 
the last Congress 
and "vetoed^by 


President Harding. Such a bill would 
involve an expenditure of about $78,- 
000,000 the first year. The senator 
believes that with economies in gov- 
ernmental operation, receipts will ov- 
er balance expenditures in the next 
fiscal yar by considerably more than

was to gather information on which 
to base a practical schedule of house- 
hold work, giving woman an "Dual- 
ized ratio of work and recreation. 


The women were asked the s'.zc of 


the family, number of boys and girls, 
names of father and mother, their 
ages, whether there were any relatives 
living in the home dependent on the 
family, how much time was devoted 
to household work, how much 
to 


recreation, and what sort of labor 
saving- apparatus was in the homo. 
The questionnaire was accompanied. 
by seven blank pages on which the 
women were to put down their ched- 
ule of -work for each day in 
the 
week. 


The answers showed that there Is 


greater sharing of work and play in 
the farm home than in the city home. 
That is, country women work more 
and play more than do city women. 
It was also shown that in the homes 
of the high grade workingmen there 
was a fine co-operation between hus- 
band and wife and children. The size 
of the home averaged eight rooms, 
although it varied from two to 18. 
One-third of the homes reported no 
pantries, and one-third had no baths.
